foot in the warm weather, a certain oth-

Tils Is one of the 
most curious and remarkable cases that 
ever came to my attention!" 


"You have no doubt it was a case.of 


murder?" questioned Mr. Thomas, busy

"I can find no other explanation. You 


saw the wound; you noticed how the 
man lay? Now the bullet was a 32 cal- 
iber pistol ball. It entered at an angle 
of certainly no less than 20 degrees, and, 
went upwards and inwards in that di- 
rection. I don't know whether you ob- 
served any traces of powder on the 
man's clothing?" 


"No." 
"They were there, nevertheless. And 


that means that tha pistol from which 
the fatal shot was fired couldn't have 
been held more than three feet away.

In the first 
place, isn't it within the possibilities of 
medical science to determine just how 
long a man has been dead?" 


"Anywhere within 24 or 36 hours, 


"With" how much accuracy?" 
"Well, possibly within an hour." 
"As close as that?" 
"I believe that most surgeons and 


physicians accept the proposition of an 
eminent surgeon 
and chemist who 


stated a few years ago that the day will 
come when we may first determine the 
general health of the subject by exam- 
ination of the other organs, and then 
submit the clotted blood In the heart to 
microscopic tests. The blood, you know, 
is made up of three parts—the serum, 
and the red and white corpuscles. The 
red corpuscles contain the life. That 
life remains for several days after 
death if the body is without disease to 
Induce overrapld decomposition. The 
length of time which has elapsed since 
the heart ceased to beat may be deter- 
mined by the amount of life In the red 
corpuscles. The same test Is also ap- 
plied to the contents of the other ves- 
sels." 


"Have those tests been applied in this 


case, doctor?" 


"Yes; but merely as an experiment 


to compare with tho other tests applied. 
I am happy to say they showed, in ft 
measure, the probable reliability of the! 
theory." 


"And what were those other tests?" 
"Most bodies become quite cold In1 


from eight to twelve hours after death. 
In the cases of bodies which present cor- 
taln signs that I need not detail, we 
know that death has not been present 
more than 12 hours. In from 12 to 18 
hours, however, the eyeballs become 
soft and inelastic and feel flaccid. The 
last sign of the earliest stage of death is 
the rigor mortis. This is, perhaps, the 
most dependable of the signs we have 
to guide us at present. Of course, the 
rigidity of the body may continue be- 
yond a week, but the circumstances 
which would occasion this would be too 
extraordinary to be unnoticed. Consid- 
ering all these things, I should repeat 
that the length of time which Mr. North 
has been dead Is tolerably certain." 


"And from this, when did you det»r- 


mine that Mr. North had died?" 


"Perhaps Dr. Jarrett would object to 


my giving that information to tha 
press," said the surgeon, hesitatingly.

Beetles pass through three stages of 


existence. 
First a worm, called a 


grub. Is hatched, 'it' remains In this 
state ifor a considerable time, 'then 
turns Into what Is called the pupa.' In 
this stage it looks much like the full 
grown. .beetle, but cannot fly or even 
move about/ Noxt.-after a. considerable 
time--has passed, -.the pupa 'turns.

The body of the harlequin 
beetle is not so large as that of some 
of the i-est of the tribe, but its front 
pair of legs, considering Its own size, 
are tremendous in length.

CONTRACTS COLD IN 


LEAVING WASHINGTON 


Specialists Hurriedly Called Believe 


Him Alter Houra'of Incessant 


Pain—Danger Declared 


Over fur Present. 


NEWBURY, K. H., June 26.—Secre- 


tary of State John Hay was prostrated 
by an attack of praemia at his summer 
home here last evening, but early today 
his condition had been relieved by a, lo- 
cal physician and two specialists 
who 


had come from Boston by special train, 
and it was expected that the secretary 
would be soon in his usual health. The 
attack which was similar to others ex- 
perienced by Secretary Hay during re- 
cent years, was attributed to a cold con- 
tracted on his journey from Washington 
to New'bury last Saturday. Dr. J. L. 
Cain, the local physician who was the 
first' one called to attend the sick man 
said at 9:45 a. m. today: 


'•'Secretary Hay's trouble has been re- 


lieved. He will need attention 
for 
a 


day or two. If no complications arise 
he will soon be as well us usual." 


He stated also that Dr. Charles L. 


Scudder, one of the Boston physicians, 
had returned home this forenoon. The 
other, Dr. Fred T. Murphy, will remain 
for 
a day or two in case unexpected 


symptoms should develop. 


DEVELOPMENT OF SYMPTOMS. 


Secretary, Hay began to be in pain 


early yesterday. 
Kennedies which have 


given relief on previous occasions were 
applied, but failed to help him and Dr. 
Cain was called from 
Newport. He 


found that in changing from the climate 
of Washington to ihe cooler tempera- 
ture of tiic Lake Sunapee region, the 
secretary had takon a severe cold and 
that organs weakened by previous at- 
tacks had been seriously affected. Upon 
learning this Mrs. Hay desired that spec- 
ialists should be summoned at once, and 
as soon as possible. Drs. Scudder nnd 
Murphy were on the way here by spec- 
ial train froir. Boston, reaching the bed- 
side of the secretary about midnight. A 
quick but complete examination of the 
patient was made, and it was seen that 
his condition, while it was exceedingly 
painful, was not for the time at least, 
serious. Under treatment 
the patient 


soon showed improvement and the neces- 
sity of an operation, which had been dis- 
cussed, was averted. During the latter 
part of the night Secretary Hay grew 
steadily better and by morning hud re- 
gained the strength which had been ex- 
hausted by t:ic hours of incessant pain. 
On account ov the organs affected by the 
cold, however, tlic physicians decided the 
secretary should remain in bed for a 
day or two. 


FAMILY GREATLY ALARMED. 


Dr. Scuclde:- then left for home, plac- 


ing Dr. Murphy in charge with Dr. Cnin 
assisting. 


Dr. Cain •said today that the members 


of Mr. Hay's family were greatly alarm- 
ed, bccnnsc the usual remedies failed to 
give relief. 


'I understood," said Dr. Cain, "that 


Secretary Hay's present illness is of a 
different kind, from that for which he 
ivent abroad for treatment, and for 
ivhich he tock the baths at Stldnau£' 
hcim. 


Should attncks such as he experienced 


yesterday, recur frequently there is no 
doubt there u-ould be justification for 
;rave anxiety, but Mr. Hay certainly 
seems to havn got clear of all danger in 
the present instance."
